Bricuton, Aug. 23.—Last night the focus of attraction was the 
Theatre, and the resistless magnet, Miss Foote, who closed her en- 
gagement here with a Benefit. The house was literally crowded ; the 
boxes displayed the closest and most brilliant assemblage of rank and 
fashion of the present season. ‘The performances were .WZuch ado 
about Nothing, The Sultan, aud Matrimony. As Beatrice, Roxalana, 
and Clara, Miss Foote not only received unqualified applause, but in 
the scenic skill which she manifested; she amply deserved the unani- 
mous approbation bestowed; in truth, we have seldom seen her play 
with more witchery of action, and fascination of manner, than on this 
occasion. As Rowalana, she introduced the song of “The Dashing 
White Serjeant,” with powerful effect, and was encored. Several 
peals of undivided applanse attended the dropping of the final curtain. 
Te-morrow night Dowton will appear as Dr. Cantwell, in The Hypo- 
crite, after which, first time, Oberon. Braham, it is understood, bas 
accepted an engagement here, and may be expected in the course of 
the week. ‘The Libraries, during the week past, were constantly ren- 
dered interesting by visitors of high rank. Lucombe, for his evening 
divertisements, has engaged a Miss Waller, whose person is remarka- 
bly elegant, and who, to a sweet voice, adds great knowledge of the 
musica] scieace ; but her extreme diffidence hitherto has denied to her 
talents fair play ; hex reception, however, has beea flattering. 

Treatricats Exrraorpinarny.—Mrs, Sarah Booth Was summoned 
on Monday to the Middlesex Quarter Sessions, to answer the com- 
plaint of amost devoted son of Asculapius, for non-payment of a charge 
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for medicine. It appeared, however, that Miss Sarah Booth, the ce- 
lebrated actress of all work, had been the party summoned, who had 
been pestered by the learned professor with his unsolicited advice, when 
he was on friendly visits to the family, and though like a very prudent 
young lady she never swallowed his medicine, he insisted on due pay- 
ment. The following account of Mrs. Booth must be incorporated into 
the next Farce for the Haymarket :— 

‘** One day, in particular, I remember when we were at dinner, my 
daughter-laid her hand on her bosom, so ; and Mr. B. with his usual 
vigilance to get hold of a patient, jumped up from the table, and with 
the most eager solicitude, entreated her to tell him what was the mat- 
ter?
